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Tur Oudk Ukhbar, of the 28th of April, publishes a letter — 
full of horrors from a correspondent at. Hyderabad, One 
man drew his sword and slew his son-in-law; another killed 
his wife and slaye-girl, when under the influence of drink; 
a woman was robbed of her jewels, and had her nose cut off ; 
&e., &. A grand entertainment on the 17th, is noticed as 
having been given in the house of the Nawab Mookhteear- 
ool-Moolk ; “ all the gentlemen of the place were present, and 
the entertainment was on a very grand scale.” 

The writer goes on to say :—‘‘ On the 18th, a.strange cir- 
cumstance occurred ; the Sikh tribe had great power with the 
Sirkar (Government), but now all confidence in them 1s gone. 
For instance, the Rajah Nai Rundaiz Bahadur Peshkar,who 
commands seventeen hundred Sikhs, ordered one of ‘them to 
be confined in the kotwalee, for having fired his gun at, his 
father and'killed him. Enquiry is being. made, let. us see if 
favor is shown to the Sikhs, or will one: man get the reward. 
of his evil deeds, Munnour Ali, who fired: at the Nawab 
Mookhteear-ool-Moolk, ‘was murdered: outside the city. The 
next day a Durbar for now roz (new year) was assembled, and all 
attended ; some received the title of Khan, some of Bahadur. 
Seventeen Dowlas were present, and each one received accotd- 
ing to hisrank.” The writer goes on to:notice the arrival of 
Nir Henry Roberts and family, on which occasion thirteen

guns were fired. He also alludes to the reading of the letter 
of the Governor-General in Durbar, appointing Roberts 
Sahib to the Residency 3”. &e., &c. The writer says :— Tho 
Huzrut immediately ordered a reply to be sent, and after 
conversing on the affairs of Hindoostan, &c., pan and uttuy 
were distributed, and the Durbar dismissed.’”” 

6 On the 11th , there was a disturbance among some of the 
Negro slaves, when swords were drawn, and one man received 
no less than 50 wounds, while another had 40; and both are 
in danger.” Allusion is made to another entertainment given 
by the Nawab Mookhteear-ool-Moolk in his Barraduree. 


About one hundred gentlemen are said to have been present 
including the Resident ;’’ &c., &c. 


The Ukhbar Alum, of the 80th of April, does not contain 
anything of importance. Some account of a witch is quoted 
from the Unjumun Hind :—* This lady is said to have appeared 
at Bombay, and caused so much excitement that people were 
afraid to go out after dark. But, at length, some one more 
knowing than the rest, and skilled in witchcraft, showed him- 
self; and working the enchantment around her, succeeded in 
making her over to the police. On being placed in con- 
finement, she became quite confused ; ‘and promised that if the 
Government would pardon her, she would aid them in the 
Abyssinian war, set fire to different places, and release all the 
Kuropean prisoners from the hands of the tyrant. This news 
was duly forwarded to the Bombay Government, and the 
woman was pardoned! On the Ist of April, at 4 o’clock, she 
was shipped on board a vessel, and sent off to Abyssinia ; many 
people went to see her, but lost the opportunity.’ > -The Editor 
remarks that ‘this news did not appear in the Kiushf-ool Ukh- 
bar, and the British look upon such talk as nonsense. It 
is not known whether that woman’s advice has been acted on; 
but if she had possessed the power of working such miracles, 
why did she not break out of jail? It would have been a0 
easy matter, in comparison to the power necessary to release 
the Abyssinian captives. We hope that the Ukibar Unjumun 


will point out the number and date of the’ i iaelf-098: Ukhbar 
in which this appeared.” 
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‘The: Nujm-ool Ukhbar, of the 29th of April, publishes as 
usual *¢ Educational Reports ;” and then refers to the Hurdwar 
fair, which is said to ‘have passed off very well. The writer 
speake i in praise of Mr. Webster, “a very clever hakim, lately 
arrived from Boolundshuhur. He has a great fancy for build- 
ings—such as hospitals, schools, &c. He has called for an 
estimate of the school and other buildings; and called a com- 
mittee at Deobund for the purpose of getting up a hospital 
there % &e,, &ee 


Under the heading ‘“ This is True Appreciation of Merit,” 
it is said that the Commissioner of Delhi-sent for three stu- 
dents from the Mooltan: College, and appointed one Tehseel- 
dar at Ferozepore ;. another Tehseeldar of Goorgaon, aud the 
third a Serishtadar of that place. The Editor remarks that 
those students who acquire knowledge in the hope of obtain- 
ing rank and dignity, ought to be very grateful to such offi- 
eers, and not despair of _— a reward for their labors. 


* The following also appears :—“‘ It is said that about two 
months ago seven Russians and four Persians eame ‘to Herat, 
to Ameer Shere Ali Khan, took the Ameer tu the King of 
Persia, and there entered into a treaty satisfactory to all. 
After which the Ameer returned to his own country.” 


The Meerut Gazette, of the 25th of April, the Ukmit-oot 
Ukhbar, of the 29th, the Khair Khwak Punjab, of the 7th, and 


the Rokileund Dkhbar, of the 25th, do not require particular 
notice, | 


The Moofeed-ool Anam, of the 30th of April, publishes Cabul 
news, stating that in Durbar some papers concerning two pri- 
soners who were brought in were read to the Ameer, who re- 
marked that the prisoners had not been justly treated; in re- 
gard to their written statements, and ordered a new trial. 
a writer at once became frightened, and the Ameer asked 
“ what crime the pedple had committed ; ‘and an explanation 
having been given which was satisfactory, th ey were released. 
On the 28rd, the Ameer ordered some horsemen and footmen 
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to. go about, and bring news of Mahomed Shurreef Khan, as 
his - whereabouts was not known,’’ The writer proceeds. to 
say, that the Ameer goes to Beebee Murwareed, and enters 
into private conversation with her, the purport of which is not 
known ; “but,” he adds, “ the thing will come to light.” 


‘On the 24th, two horsemen from Candahar and two from 
Bulkh arrived. The Ameer saw them in Durbar, and they pre. 
sented letters. When the first was read by the Ameer, he 
ordered his carriage in order to visit Beebee Murwareed; and 
the reading of the second caused him much concern. He went 
to Beebee Murwareed, and the letter was read, the contents 
being to the following effect :—* You are the Ameer of: Cabul; 
you ought to do two things. There is. much tyranny and 
oppression here, and this should be avoided,so that your de- 
pendants may: be happy and contented. I have given up fight 
ing, and made peace with Shere Ali; send for the Sirdar Sur- 
wur Khan, aod release from confinement the Sirdar Wully 
Mahomed Khan; let Ameer Shere Ali remain at Candahar. 
Iam disinclined for fighting, and will not go out to fight in’ 
any way.’ The Candahar letter was to the ‘effect. that ‘ the 
order.of Ameer Shere Ali came to the ruler of Candahar di 
recting him to vacate Candahar, ‘as in.the event of him or apy 
of his men falling, ‘he would not be to blame.’ On the 29th, 
orders were passed to Sirdar Abdool Ryzak, to answer the 
letter of Abdool Rhyman Khan, telling him to come on to 
Cabul at once, and make over Bulkh to any one who is worthy 


of it ; to do whatever he thought best for peace ; and — 
ing . abide by what was done.” 


: Bole the. ieidian. *¢ Rebels of 1957 i? it is al that 
many rebels are in the Swat country ;.and that the Akhoond 
of Swat had applied to the authorities for their pardon, 3 and 
permission for them to reside in their own country in peace; 
as they have already received their full amount of punishment. 
The Commissioner is said to have imprisoned the bearer of the 
letter. The. Editor, referring to this, remarks that ‘* up to this,

By the 
evidence. of ‘that ‘man it was proved that the Durbar of Bait- 
wan was mixed up in it ; and on enquiry, it was proved that 
for this reason, or: -on this account, many of the chief men 
were imprisoned ‘by Colonel Anderson, and half of the Bait- 
wan jagheer was attached; now, a guard of the 38rd Regi- 
ment is placed at the gate of the city.”

The Oordoo Delhi Gazette, of the 2nd of May, after extracts 
from other papers, notices under the héading. * Generosity,” 
that Sir Stafford Northcote, has given Rs. 10,000 towards 
Hindoostan charity and other schools in the three Presi- 
dencies. The largest portion is said to be for Bengal, and the 
Governor-General will distribute the whole as he thinks best. 


- The news of the fight at Candahar, between Yakoob Khan 
and Surwur Khan, is noticed. The writer goes on to say :— 
“ With reference to the presence of Feroze Shah at Swat, that 
the Akhoond, about two months ago, turned him out from 
Swat ; and that’ he, Feroze Shah, is now in the Bonair country, 
where he holds intercourse with Hindoostanee rebels. The 
Akhoond has desired him not to come near him, and he lives 


with Moulvie Abdullah in Anala.”’ 


‘Stale news from Bhootan is referred to, but it does ‘not

The: Delhi Gazetle is quoted, to the effect that some distur- 
bance was expected between the Hindoos and Mahomedans, 
owing to one of the former wishing to send his idol out 
for. an airing during the time of the Mohurrum festival. The 
Mahomedans tried to prevent this; but the Magistrate inter- 
fered, and ordered the beligerents to keep apart from each 
other, and each party to go through their own ceremony. 


The assault committed by some villagers upon an officer 
who shot a pea-fowl is noticed without comment, further than 
that enquiry is being made. 


The Julwatore, of the 1st of May, does not contain any no- 
ticeable matter. 


The 4b-t-Hyat Hind, of the 1st of May, after remarking 
upon the inspection of the Normal School at. Agra,. by the 
2nd. Class Inspector, refers to the exhibition building (or 
museum) at Agra. The writer considers that people are in- 
debted to Mr. Riddell of the Postal Department for this build- 
ing, as that gentleman made it over free. The place is said 
to have been repaired, and is in a most flourishing condition. 


The Deputy Commissioner of Rohtuck is said to have re- 
solved that in every village throughout the district a native 
doctor and a hospital shall be established ; the expenses to 
be noe by a tax of 1 per cent. sf the collections. 


The Allygurh Institute, of the Ist of May, contains the usual 
number of articles 1 in English and Oordoo. | 


The anid aie of the Ist of May, opens witb a lecture 
on covetousness. The writer argues that if persons give up one 
talent, and lean to another, through this feeling, the results will 
be bad for them and their well-wishers.’ He proceeds to show 
this ; and concludes by saying that those who remain firm to 
one thing are deserving of confidence ;” &c. 
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The Meerut Gazette, of the 2nd of May, contains. Pissed 
that requires partioular notice. 


The Punjabce Ukbhar, of the lst-of May, offers a few remarks 


upon Turkey. The writer says, that ‘¢ ever since ( onstantino- | 


ple has been in existence, no Christian, nor any other person 
not of the Mahomedan religion, has been placed in a high 
appointment ; but that now that the Sultan has travelled 
through England and France, he has been so changed that a 
person named Ax feendee (effendi?), a Christian, has been ap- 
pointed Administrator-General of Public Works. This person 
was formerly at the head of the Telegraph Department ; and 
now, with great favor, he has been appointed to this high 


post.” 


The order said to have been passed at Peshawur, prohibit- 
ing persons under British protection from proceeding to Swat 
or Benoir, is noticed without comment. 


This paper thinks that there is no doubt about Sir Stafford 


Northcote being appointed to succeed Sir John Lawrence as 


Viceroy and Governor-General of India,. This report appears 
to have been taken from the Friend of India, which paper is 
afterwards quoted at length, to the effect that Sir Stafford 
Northcote has commenced studying the native languages ; and 
that the appointment will be beneficial to the people of India, 
but the reverse to the Government of Hind. The writer fur- 
ther compares Sir Stafford'to Lord William Bentinck, * who 
was Governor-General about a hundred years ago, and was 
much liked, because he favored the ryots, and looked more 
to their interest than to his Government. When the State 
of Kurk (?) wastaken, this Lord Sahid wished to give the rule 
and government of it to the 'Hindoostanees ; but the people 
of the State wished to remain under British rule, and in 
consequence this State was made over to the East India 
Company. The Lord Sakib was partial to Hindoostanee 
rule, and was very friendly with the natives; and this is 
the kind of feeling possessed’ by Sir Stafford Northcote in 
regard to ‘them. The Friend of ‘India does not approve of 
this ; and. says, that ‘although’ Sir: 8, Northedte ‘has ‘this

: fault, we have great hopes that when he comes. out and 


sees the state of the country, and’ mixes with the gentle- 
men of the country, and forms friendship on. all sides with 
them, then color will unite with color ;” &c., &. The 
Editor of the Punjabee Ukkbar remarks : —_ If this Governor- 
General is up to the mark, and the praises we hear of him 


are deserved, the good fortunes of Hindoostanees will then 
be plain.” 


From. Lahore it is learned that all appearances of scarcity of 


_. grain have vanished; but the writer adds, that if one or two 
- more showers fall, the bunneeahs (dealers) who are selling grain 


at famine heinoaiah are being daily raised—will of them- 
selves bring on famine. ‘ When a famine is the will of 
Heaven, human nature must bow to it, but what remedy is 
there for artificial or fictitious famine? A little considera- 
tion from the authorities is needed in this matter; but our 
authorities, who show energy enough in the public good, do 
not care so much for the cry of the poor. With wheat (and 
inferior old wheat, too) at 17 seers per rupee, and flour at 13, 

while the new grain is being stored away by dealers, the 
authorities would receive blessings from God if they paid a 
little attention.” | 


The Adebe Hind, of the 1st of May, the Koh-i-Noor, of the 


2nd, and the Sadk-ool vemers of: the 2nd, do not call for spe- 
cial notice. 


The Kalerd Ummed, of the 2nd of May, after extracts from 
other newspapers, mentions that famine is not confined to Hin- 
doostan ; but is, or has been, all over the world. In: Russia 
and Algeria people are said to be ‘suffering great distress on 
account of scarcity of grain, which the writer considers the worst 
kind‘ of trouble mankind can suffer. ‘“In Finland, about 200 
villagers went toi the: house of a priest, begging for food with 
much: earnestness ; and saying that they had ‘subsisted:on the 
bark of trees, leaves, &c., for along time. The distress felt 
in Arabia, too, is described as aati adh ; a-woman is said

to have killed her child, and fed herselfand her other children 
upon its body.”’. 


Under the heading ‘‘ Bokhara ”’: the following appears :« 
‘The king of Bokhara is said to be, as usual, interfering with 
the Russians. For instance, those people who live on the bor- 
ders of the king of Bokhara, ‘and those who are within the 
Russian boundary, go beyond their limits, and give trouble to 
each other. In the cantonment which has been formed at 
Samarkund, there are 84,000 troops ; and these are now being 
daily sent forward towards the scene of action, and the Russian 
Emperor has been asked to send another force as soon as possible. 
The people of Bokhara know full well that when the Russian 
guns are got ready, some chance or prospect of fighting fol- 
lows ; and when the firing commences, death. faces each one, 
The Bokhara people are much afraid of Russian guns; they say 
that the Russians not only fire cannon, but go through some 
miracle when doing so, with their guns, Some 10,000 Rus- 
sians are now ready for the field. It is not known whether 
this news has reached the Bokhara Chief, nor is it known — 
for what reason this new force is assembled ; various rumors 
are afloat about it. Some say it is for the purpose of attack- 
ing Bokhara; others that it is to march into the hills, and 
thus take possession of the roads to Badukhshan, Bulkh, 
and those leading to Hindoostan. ‘Trade is flourishing on the 
road made by the Russians to Tashkund, Khokund, &c., &c. 
Meer Khoda Yar Khan, Chief of Khokund, is even now with 
the Russians, and carries on a eorrespondence with Meer Moo- 
zuffer Khan ; it is, moreover, likely that a correspondence be- 
— tween pan Azim Khan and the Russians will commence. 
The Ameer sent an agent to them, and this agent is expected 
back soon. The people who are in Tashkund will 1 remain 


as agents to the royalty of Russia.” | 

The Raknoomai Punjab, of the lst of May, the Khair 
Khwahk Punjab, of the 4th, and the Sholatore, of the 5th, do 
not contain anything of importance. _ 


The Ukkiar .Unjumun, of the 2nd of May, contin much 
that has already appeared, and then goes on to say :—“* It is 
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said that allthe disturbance in Turkistan has been settled 
by Abdul Rhyman Khan, who has seized many of the Kun- 
daiz and other Chiefs, and now proposés going towards 


BaduFhshan, to see the state of affairs there. It is further said 
that a Government Agent wert to the Ameer of Cabul, and 


made a proposal which was not accepted ; the trath of this 
will be known hereafter. 


The Rohileund Ukhbar, of the 2nd of May, does not re- 


quire special notice. The Nusseem Jounpore, of the 5th, is 
also without news. ) 


The Ukmil-ool Ukhbar, of the 6th of May, notices the cap- 
ture of a Native Prince at Simla, by the police. ‘‘ He was 
suspected of being one of the Delhi Princes, but states that he 
is the son of Mahomed Ali, king of Oudh; he calls himself 
Mukbool-ood-Dowlah ; and declares that he has been wandering 
about in disguise ever since the mutiny, but that he is in no 


way a criminal, or guilty of having done anything against the 


Government.” Thewriter adds that he appears to be of noble 
blood. 


The Dubduba Sekundree, of the 1st of May, opens with an 
article in praise of the British Government. But the writer 
is of opinion that in the Settlement Department, when pro- 
perty is sold in satisfaction of non-payment of Revenue, great 
loss to the owners ensues. ‘“‘ The Government only want to get 
their balance paid ; but when lands are once sold, they cannot 
be got back. When Government punishes any one for a fault, 
the one in fault is released after punishment has been admi- 


nistered ; and even the property of Rajahs which has been 
attached is given back again; why, then, » should landed pro- 
perty not be returned on payment being made?”
